Ships of this class are necessary, as the 
European war has demonstrated, for 
scout duty, as commerce destroyers, and 
for the purpose of striking sudden and un- 
expected blows at the enemy and getting 
away from the slower battleships.

Littlé Navy Men Converted. 


Since the retirement of Mr. Bryan from 
the cabinet—though not necessarily af- 
fected by that event—a great change has 
apparently come over the administration 
in its views on national preparedness on 
both sea and land. Little navy men have 
apparently been converted to the neces- 
sity of making the sea forceof the United 
States large and efficient enough to de- 
fend the country against any probable at- 


It is understood that President Wilson 
when he returns from his vacation will 
take a leading part in the discussion of 
the necessities of the navy, and that he 
is prepared to use his great influence with 
congress to get the needed large appro- 
priations. 


Congress Chief Obstacle. 
It is in congress itself that the chief 
obstacles to the program are expected. 
How far the statesmen will go will be 
largely determined by public opimion. If 
the people believe that a great and pow- 
erful navy is absolutely essential to the 
safety of the United States and if they 
make their views felt in congress, the 
money wiil doubtless be provided. 
Meantime there are one or two common 
criticisms of the United States navy and 
its management which need to be cleared 
out of the way. 
Little navy edvocates and professional 
pacifists are fond of pointing out that the 
United States spends more than any other 
power but Great Britain on its navy year 
after year. They declare, therefore, that 
the navy of the United States should be 
pecond in the world. Else there must be 
lack of efficiency or worse in our navas 
expenditures.

It is also true that the navy of the 
United States is by no means the second 
in strergth. Measured by the number of 
battleships and armored cruisers built 
and building Great Britain, Germany, and 
France are all stronger on the seas than 
we are. Japan is not far behind. 

If the number of big guns afloat—twelve 
inches and larger—be taken as the stand- 
ard, Great Britain and Germany are far 
ahead. France, and even Japan—with an 
appropriation less than half our own— 
are close up. 
And with the ship and navy yards of all 
these fo powers working day and 
night for the last year it is certain that 
the difference shown by the figures quot- 
ed above—which represent the situation 
just before the war began—has been great- 
ly increased. ) 


America Ranks Fourth. 

Many naval authorities are convinced 
that the sea power of the United States is 
not higher than fourth—if, indeed, it is 
not already fifth—among the navies of the 
world. 

But these facts do not necessarily prove 
that naval appropriations have not been 
experded wisely and carefully. They do 
not demonstrate wastefulness or worse in 
the management of naval affairs. 

The standard of living is higher in the 
United States than it is elsewhere in the 
world. Workmen are paid higher wages. 
It costs more to build a battleship here 
than in Germany or anywhere else. 

Service in the navies of Germany, 
France, and Japan iscompulsory. Their 
ships are manned by conscripts. The gai}. 
ors of the United States and of Great Brit- 
ain are volunteers.

WILSON PLANS BIG NAVY. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[Special.) 
—Leaving the White House after a con- 
ference with President Wilson today, Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels admitted that 
he had discussed with the chief executive 
the location of American battleships in 
southern waters and that he had talked in 
a general way about the naval building 
program which he proposes to recom- 
mend.

Two more shipbuilding concerns recent- 
ly announced their intention to embark 
on submarine construction, and the secre- 
tary has announced that he believes this 
will afford considerable relief. 

The secretary stated that his confer- 
ence on the naval program was general. 
He is to have anotherconference with the 
president on Monday. 

Secretary of War Garrison was asked 
whether he is to attend the conference and 
he replied that he had received no request 
to be present.

Lyman J. Gage Points Way 
to Make Nation’s De- 
fenses Impregnable. 


BY FLOYD P. GIBBONS. 


Be a porcupine. 

How does that sound for a slogan for 
proper national defense, for sane pre- 
paredness, for the happy middle ground 
between peace at any price and the bug- 
aboo of militarism. 

Lyman J. Gage, the venerable former 
secretary of the United States treasury 
and former Chicago banker, who now 
makes his home in this extreme south- 
west corner of the United States, is spon- 
sor for the idea. He conveyed it to a cor- 
respondent of THE TRIBUNE in an inter- 
view yesterday. 


Porcupine Master of Defense. 
A porcupine is herbivoyous,”’ Mr. Gage 
said. ‘‘A porcupine never bit anybody. 
No one ever bites a porcupine. The porcu- 
pine is never the aggressor, but he is the 
greatest example of defense that we can 
find. 

The United States today is in the pre- 
carious condition of a porcupine whose 
quills are gone. Its defenses are down. 
In my opinion the proper porcupine 
equipment for this nation would be a 
standing army of 200,000 men, developed 
on a highly efficient civilian basis. 

The number of men familiar with the 
use of arms and so trained as to be ready 
to take a place in the ranks as an effi- 
cient fighting unit should be even greater. 
Defense is the proper field of our na- 
tion. Our geographical position on the 
globe is such that we have many natural 
advantages for defending ourselves. 

If we neglect these advantages, there 
are those who will not overlook that fact, 
because the prize is too great. 


Danger Lies Beyond Seas. 
Our danger lies beyond the seas. It 
increases daily in direct ratio with our 
refusal to recognize it. To ignore it is a 
national crime; to prepare to avoid or 
meet it is a national duty. 

„We need impregnable coast defenses 
and plenty of men to man them. We 
need submarines, torpedo boats, torpedo 
boat destroyers, and fast cruisers. We 
need harbor defenses, mine boats, and 
supply ships. 
“Now, young man, you can call that 
the porcupine policy if you want to. If 
you want to develop the idea into a popu- 
lar movement—and such a movement is 
most needed—then suggest that THs 
TRIBUNE inaugurate the Loyal Order of 
Porcupines. 

“If ‘Are you a Porcupine?’ becomes a 
national byword, a great step will have 
been created in the right direction. It is 


something that should appeal to all who 
treasure their national existence. 


The Order of the Porcupine is already 
Started among a number of Coronado 
beach residents who have been fortunate 


enough to hear Mr. Gage's popular idea 
of a national policy.

Secretary Garrison made it pain that 
the war department expects the governor 
of Texas to dea! with purely domestic dis- 
orders in the state. 

“The situation is clearly defined.“ he 
said. In so far as disturbances relate 
to repelling invasion of American terri- 
tory or to border uprisings they are mat- 
ters to be handled by Gen. Funston's 
force. To the extent that the disturb- 
ances are domestic and within the state 
of Texas they are for the state authorities 
to handle. 5 


Federal Power Limited. 

“The state officials have been informed 
that the federal government is power- 
less to interfere in these internal dis- 
turbances unless they are beyond the 
control of the state and the governor 
certifies conditions to the president of the 
United States in a proper manner. 
Whether the president would then order 
federal troops to take charge of the in- 
ternal situation is a matter entirely with- 
in his discretion, as in the recent Colo- 
rado strike case. 

“The governor of Texas can use the 
state militia and call upon every able 
bodied citizen to defend the rights of the 
state. Whether the situation there i» 
beyond the control of the state I do not 
know.“ 


More Mexicans Killed. 

Brownsville, Tex., Aug. 12.—Three more 
Mexican outlaws today were added to the 
list of killed in battle near Mercedes, 
Hidalgo county. It was not reported 
whether soldiers, county officers, or 
rangers were in the fight. 

Officers have adopted a policy of re- 

fusing to give details of fights in which 
they were concerned. This is said to ac- 
count for the lack of confirmation of a 
report that eight other Mexican bandits 
were killed in Hidalgo county since Fri- 
day. 
Texas rangers in Hidalgo county 
chased eight Mexicans, who reached the 
Mexican side of the Rio Grande and, sit- 
ting on the bank of that stream, invited 
the rangers to cross into Mexican terri- 
tory, saying they were the leaders Amer- 
ican officers were seeking. 


Mexican Troops Move Up.

The 
pumpe were stopped until divers could 
brace the inside of the hull with pieces 
of timber.

One Body Recovered. 

The body of Martin Pawlowskl, 3138

How is the Eastland relief fund to be 
distributed? 

With close to $475,000 now available for 
survivors of the disaster of three weeks 
ago—approximately $370,000 sent mayor's 
relief committee by citizeng of Chicago 
and the middle west and about $100,000 to 
be paid out of the Western Electric com- 
pany'’s special relief fund and regular 
death benefits—inquiries have begun to 
reach THs TRIBUNE as to what is being 
done with the money. 

J. J. O'Connor, in charge of the Chicago 
office of the American Red Cross, yester- 
day gave as complete an answer as can 
be given.at present in a detailed re- 
port to the mayor's relief committee. 

In explaining the report to a TRIBUNE 
reporter, he outlined one of the most re- 
markable relief plans ever undertaken, 


All to Go for Relief. 


—possibly for the the first time im the 
history of American relief enterprises 
every penny of the money contributed 
will go to the beneficiaries, The relief 
workers have incurred no expense what- 
ever, everything, from office space to 
pencils, having been contributed by 
public-spirited Chicago business mem 
In more than 90 per cent. of the cases, 
according to Mr. O'Connor, the money 
will be paid to survivors’ families in 
lump sums. For a few cases a special 
pension plan has been devised providing 
for payments which will be large at first 
and will diminish gradually, exhausting 
the funds available omy when the chil- 
dren of the families in question are old 
enough to be wage-earners. 


Three Audits to Be Made. 

When the relief fund has been dis- 
tributed a detailed accounting will be 
made. In the meantime all payments will 
be audited by the war department, which, 
by law, supervises all Red Cross expendi- 
tures, by the Chicago auditing firm of 
Arthur Young & Co., and by the mayor's 
committee, which has the final authority 
in the matter of relief work, 

A tentative plan for permanent relief 
will be submitted to the mayor's com- 
mittee on Monday. The actual work of 
distribution, however, cannot begin until 
the Western Blectric company’s relief 
work is finished and the detailed investi- 
gation of the circumstances of the vari- 
ous families is completed. 


Give Emergency Aid, 

In his report to the mayor's committee 
Mr. O'Connor went into the work of the 
Red Cross in giving emergency relief and 
assisting at burials. About $5,000 was 
expended in this work by the Red Cross 
and approximately three times that sum 
by tHe Western Electric company. The 
report then goes into details of the work 
of securing complete knowledge of every 
family. 

It is estimated that about 200 of the 
dead were Polish and about 200 Bohemian,

Sixty-two per cent 
of the married couples known to the Red 
| Cross are purchasing their property. 

Some fifty-four married couples out ofa 
total of seventy-four tabulated are pur- 
chasing property to a valuation of $204, - 
000, or an average in round figures of 
$3,800. In eight of these cases the prop- 
erty is entirely clear, a few running as 
high as $10,000. Forty-two cases have

“It is clear from our personal knowl- 
edge of the mortgages that there will be 
over 200 instances of tncumbrances om 
property, and if these average $1,800 the 
total amount needed to pay off all mort- 
gages would be $363,000.

Average Insurance $363. 

“ Insurance—In 167 cases fully tab- 
ulated, fifty-nine of them, or nearly 82 
per cent, carry insurance. The average 
insurance is $363. The amounts of insur- 
ance range from industrial policies of $100 
to as high as a benefit policy of $1,200, 

“Funerale—As stated, during the 
emergency relief period burial assist- 
ance was given all families in need of it. 
In seventy-five cases, where exact figures 
with respect to funerals have been se- 
cured, the average per burial has been 
$237. The lowest burial cost in one cage 
was $210, for three funerals in one family 
paid by the Red Cross as an emergency 
matter.

Lump Sum Plan Preferred. 


8 far as I can see, in a large major- 
ity of the cases which will be considered 
for a share in the general fund, lump eum 
payments should be made. It is clear that, 

unlike a mine disaster, where the heads 
of families are killed, in this disaster 
many of the wage earners who have been 
killed have not been the heads of fami- 
lies. Many of them have been single men 
and single women, with and without de- 
pendent relatives. 

“Certainly in the cases of single men 
and single women with dependents; of 
married couples with or without children, 
of widowers or deserted, voparated, or 
divoreed men with or without children, 
lump sum payments may safely be made. 

“There will be a certain number of 
cases of widows with children, desert- 
ed w omen with children, and groups 
of children only, where it would probably 
be decided unwise to make lump sum 
payments for the beneficiaries to be ex- 
ploited by sharp real estate agents, un- 
wise advisers or for their own ignorance 
to work them harm. 


Ortes Cherry Cases. 

‘It has been the experience of the Red 
Cross, for instance, at the Cherry mine, 
where lump sum settlements by the com- 
pany of $500 or 9600, were made to widows 
with children, that extravagance, ignor- 
ance, and exploitation resulted in a wast- 
ing of this money within the short period 
of six months. If it had not been that the 
Red Cross was able to step in witha plan 
of monthly payments in amounts suffi- 
clent to support the families, nearly all 
of these widows with their small children 
would have been upon the bread line. 

“Now, when I speak of the possibility 
of placing some of this fund in trust for 
the few cases of widows and possibly in 
a few cases where widowers or deserted 
men are mentally incompetent, or there 
are careless family men, possibly drinkers, 
I do not mean the setting aside of a sum 
of money in trust to be invested to draw 
interest at the rate of 4% per cent, and 
the interest only to be paid to the families.

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VOLCANOES dEr 
THE WAR FEVER 


Vesuvius, Stromboli, and 
tna Flare Up, Terror- 
izing Italians, 


BY HENRY WOOD. 
(United Press Correspondent.) 

NAPLES, Aug. 12.—Vesuvius, Mount 
Etna, and Stromboli, three of the world's 
greatest volcanoes, have suddenly be- 
come active and are belching forth great 
‘cloude of steam and smoke. Streams of 
lava are pouring down the eastern slope 
of Mount Etna from two new craters, 
threatening Sicilian villages. The whole 
population of Naples and of Messina and 
other cities is in terror. 
Severe earthquake shocks have been felt 
at Tarante and Brindisi, in southern Italy, 
according to dispatches, increasing the 
fear that a gigantic disturbance ig about 
to shake Italy, though Naples scientists 
are trying to reassure the public. The 
first earth tremor was felt at Brindisi at 
8 o'clock Tuesday morning, followed by 
nine ethers, 
It was estimated that the center of dis- 
turbance was 125 miles from Brindisi, The 
meteorological apparatus at Vesuvius) 
conservatory was wrecked. 


Smoke Visible for Miles. 

From the Ionian sea the emoke pouring 
from Mount Etna was visible for miles. 
The top of the great cone, standing two 
miles above the sea, was shrouded in a 
thick cap of smoke and steam. Dis- 
patches from Catania today sald that two 
new craters have been opened on Mount 
Etna on the eastern side and that a 
thick stream of lava its pouring down 
toward Casino del Ingles. 

Messina, sixty miles northeast of the 
great volcano and the scene of the great- 
est earthquake in history, is greatly 
alarmed. 


Pours Forth Lava. 

Stromboli, rising 3,000 feet above the 
sea on one of the Lipari islands was giv- 
ing forth an angry stream of lava that 
poured inte the sea and spouting forth a 
thin dust of ashes, flames, and smoke. 

The heavy vapors from Vesuvius cloud- 
ed the Bay ot Naples today. Residents 
of some of the small villages near the 
base of the volcano are flocking inte 
Naples. 

Vesuvius, ten miles southeast of Naples 
has not been active since 1905. Mount 
Etna lies on the northeast side of Sicily, 
near the coast and about twenty miles 
from Catania.

Europe ig under such a strict regime of 
ignorance as to what te really happeniag 
that excited imaginations must feed on 
something—the public has lived on ru- 
mors. A stupid censorship ie a perfect 
hotbed for detusions and lies. ; 

First Myths Colossal. 

First there was thet colossal myth last 
autumn of Russian troops which were be- 
ing sent via Archangel and England into 
France to ald the hard pressed allies in 
holding the western front. Clearly the 
wish was father to the thought this time! 

The story was most carefully circum- 
stantiated; the names of the transports 
used in bringing the czar’s army were 
given. The fact thet train service on 
certain English railroads was irregular 
wes, taken for positive proof that some 
creat troop movement was on. Further it 
was seriously reported that Russian ko- 


pecks were found in English slot ma- 


chines! What more proof could any one 
ask? If more was needed, there was the 
friend of Mra. Carnegie’s cousin who had 
seen the Russiane march pest Skibo cas- 
tle. The rumor was thus vouched for 
somehow by the prophet of peace himself. 
. . « « Needless to say that not one Rus- 
sian soldier has ever been seen on the 
western front. | 
Dardanelles Army Report. 
Of the same nature was the persistent 
report in Rome that the Italians had ar- 


ranged with the allies to send a consider- 


able body of troops and warships to help 
out with the Dardanelles affair. There 
again the necessity wae the mother of the 
invention. . 

I heard the report from the very high- 
est sources,” even before Italy had de- 
elared war against Austria; she has not 
yet declared war on Turkey, it happens! 

The numbers of Italians to be sent 
were variously stated as from one to three 
hundred thousand men. But what do num- 
ders count in an affair like this?

All sorts of figures were given out, run- 
ning into the thousands of these unfor- 
tunates, expecially in those districts of 
Hngiand where troops hed been quar- 
tered in numbers.

Story of Deadly Invention. 


A peculiar form of war rumor is illus-" 

trated by the accounts which have ap- 
peared so persistently—especially earlier 
in the war—about different kinds of dead- 
ly weapons and explosives. There wasa 
certain French invention, much exploited 
in the American press, which was .sup- 
poséd by the force of concussion to kill 
instantaneously every living thing within 
a radius ofa great many yards—it would 
make a cemetery of a regiment, each 
figure preseryed exactly in his pose of 
life. 
If the French ever possessed anything 
mearly as deadly as this new explosive 
was supposed to be, I think there is no 
dowbt they would have used it, especially 
since thelr encounters with German as- 
phyxieting gas. The fact seems to be 
they have no such lethal instrument. 


Contradictory Tales of Germany. 


Another large class of rumors, inter- 
sting to me, are the reports which ap- 
pear almost daily, copied from the neutral 
press, usually, as to the financial and 
economic condition of Germany. After 
the closest attention to everything I have 
been able to find from this source, as well 
as from travelers in Germany, I am total- 
ly at sea as to what the feal state of life in 
Germany is today. 3 

Yesterday the papers were full ot the 
report that "leading financiers ot Ger- 
many had told the kaiser that Germany 
was practically bankrupt, and the em- 
peror had promised to end the war “by 
October.” Another report from New 
York, of another “ financial authority,” | 
had it that Germany was in such a bad 
way for money that the war must close 
at once. : 

Yet last might at dinner I talked 
with a New York lawyer who has just

Prices Go Up but Little. 


All that one can believe is the evidence 
of one’s own senses, now more than.ever, 
im this blind world, and I know that the 
story telegraphed to the New York 
papers from Milan that all the European 
states are rapidly approaching the point 
of exhaustion has no apparent founda- 
tion. Living ts very little more expengive 
in either Italy or France than it was be- 
fore the war, and here in France, from 
all outward signs, they are a long way 
from exhaustion. They may be preparing 
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for bankruptcy, but if any one believes 
that the war will end quickly because of 
financial bankruptcy he is comforting 
himself with delusion founded on rumors. 

All the financial prophecies of experts 


about the conditions of war have been 


proved utterly wrong: states can exist and 
fight long after they are technically bank- 
rupt, and this is the sort of war in which 
technical bankruptcy will play little part 
against the will of the people engaged to 
go on. So much for the “ financial au- 
thorities.” 
Prediction of Doctor. 

A clever doctor, a Swiss, told me in 

May: “The war will be stopped by dis- 


ease. With summer epidemics will break 


out on all the fronts, due to heat and in- 


sanitary conditions, which will make such 


frightful ravages that the belligerents 


will have to give up fighting. Look at 


Serbia already!“ 
I have heard the same thing sald many 


times since, but we are well into the sum- 
mer and the epidemics have not shown 
their dreadful head. Instead, the typhus 
prevalent in Serbia has, thanks to ener- 


getic efforts by the English, French, and 


Americans, been practically got under 
control. Certainly there is no large out- 


break of disease thus far on the western 
front. 

I was In a large military hospital the 
other day where the sick as well as the 
wounded are received. The medical wards 
were almost empty. “ Very little tpyhoid 
thus far,“ the chief doctor said to me, 
no evidence of epidemics." Of course 
they may come later but until they area 
fact it is useless to speculate about their 
Influence in ending the war. That scare 
rumor is but another of the imaginings of 
noncombatants about this colossal war. 

Rumor satisfies the universal human de- 
sire for romance. But the wise believe 
nothing, not even the communiqués.

Geman Captain, Hemmed tn, 
Escapes with Crew on a 
"Worse Merchantman. 


BERLIN, Aug. 12.—[By wireless to Bay- 
ville. The story of à naval exploit which 
matches in daring the spectacular rovings 
of the Emden, the Prince Eitel. and other 
German commerce destroyers, was told 
today when the details of the sinking of 
the German auxiliary Meteor were re- 
ceived. 

After an a4venturous dash in the North 
pea the captain of the Meteor, hemmed in 
by enemy patrol boats, succeeded im es- 
caping with his crew and British prison- 
ers aboard a commandeered merchant 
craft, after he blew up his own veseel. 

“ according to private reports,” says 4 

«pews agency, “the Meteor, a converted 
merchant steamer, succeeded in breaking 
through the lines of British patrol ships 
and traveling to the Orkney islands, 560 
miles from her base. She laid a large 
number of mines and destroyed British 
merchant ships. 


Sixty Britishers Lost. 

“Finally she encountered the British 
cruiser Ramsey, which she sank after a 
Splendid maneuver. The captain of the 
Meteor, whose crew consisted of about 
twenty-@ve men, saved and captured 
forty-three men from the Ramsey. About 
gixty others were drowned. 

“British battle cruisers, notified by 
wireless, pursued the Meteor. After the 
Meteor had burned the Danish merchant- 
man Jason, with a contraband crew 
aboard, the little German craft, facing 
four British cruisers, stopped a Norwe- 
gian steamer, transferred the captured 
British contraband crew and also put the 
Danish sailors on board. This boat es- 
caped from her pursuers with the cap- 
tured Englishmen. The Meteor was sunk 
by exploding her mines.“ 

The admiralty today confirmed the re- 
port that the German squadron operating 
in the Baltic has trapped several Russian 
warships in the Gulf of Riga. 


Admits Patrol Boat Loss. 

LONDON, Aug. 12.—An official com- 
munication issued this evening announces 
that the British auxiliary cruiser India, 
while engaged in patrol duty in the North 
sea Aug. 8, was torpedoed and sunk by 
a German submarine. Twenty-two offi- 
cers and 119 men of the India were saved. 
The fishing smacks Ocean Gift, Esper- 
ance, and George Borrow also have been 
sunk. Their crews were landed.

Ogden Armour Construct- 
ing Longest One of Its 
Kind in World. 


Whenever à property owner has erected 
a barrier near his home to shut off some 
unpleasant sight, it has been customary 
to designate it as a “spite fence.” If 
this phrase is applicable in its most gen- 
eral sense without carrying with it the 
sense of vindictiveness, then J. Ogden 
Armour is erecting the longest and most 
costly “spite fence” in the world on 
Mellody farm, his country estate near 
Lake Forest. 

Mellody farm ig bisected by the tracks 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railroad. The divided portions of the 
estate already have been connected by 
Mr. Armour with a large, high concrete 
bridge, spanning the right of way. But 
the Armour residence sits back across 
lawns and flower beds, about a quarter of 

a mile west of the tracks, 


Tire of Numerous Trains. 

The view from the eastern windows 
across the countryside is marred at times 
by the anything but picturesque sight of 
a rumbling train of box and coal cars 
jolting by. At other times passenger 
trains whiz past, with dozene of curious 
faces glued to the window panes to catch 
glimpses ot the famous Mellody farm and 
the magnificent Armour mansion. Mr. 
Armour and members of his family have 
never enjoyed watching trains rush 
through their grounds. They could move 
neither the house nor the tracks, so Mr. 
Armour is doing the only other possible 
thing to insure privacy. 

Two months ago a gang of workmen was 
set to work erecting a huge brick wall. It 
will be a mile long when completed, and 
cost about $65,000. Only about one-third 
of it is finished, and the workmen are not 
expected to complete their before 
January. The wall is of the Panel brick 
type, standing Seven and a half feet from 
its conerete foundations, which in some 
places extend ten feet below the ground. 


A Mile in

OUR PHELIPPINE TRUST. 

An American observer writes to Tux TRIBune 
nome impressions of conditions in the Philippines 
since the present administration undertook to accel- 
erate the process of self-government in the islands 
by turning out American civil servants and putting 
Filipinos in their places. 

It is said as many as 1,200 men were thus 
replaced, within a short time after Governor Gen- 
eral Harrison's arrival. The change in the Philip- 
pine commission giving a majority to natives and 
otherwise substantially increasing the influence of 
Filipinos resulted, it is asserted by our correspond- 
ent, in a sudden inflammation of Filipino self- 
- esteem, with the result that uprisings have occurred 
in number and extent more serious than we in 
America are permitted to know. The outbreak 
Christmas eve in Manila was worse, he insists, 
than is suspected, and he adds: The outbreak of 
the Moros in the south is another result. Reports 
indicate that about 1,000 have been killed to date 
It assumed such proportions that a field gun was 
sent south the other day. Rinderpest, a cattle 
disease much dreaded in the islands, which the old 
régime had successfully combated, is widespread 
and costing the natives thousands. The carabao 
or water buffalo, the beast of burden in the Philip- 
pines, is dying off by the hundreds. Cholera has ap- 
peared at Jolo, and the wife of a scout of officers 
infornied me recently that over 1,000 deaths have 
already taken place.” 

As to Manila, a fact he reports means volumes. 
Three years ago, he writes, it was hard to find a 
mosquito in the city of Manila. Breeding places 
were oiled almost daily. Health inspections took 
place twice a week or oftener. Today mosquitoes 
are to be found everywhere, little attention is paid 
to breeding, and inspections occur weekly. 

The Philippine peoples, as distinguished from 
the Filipino politicians, are likely to pay a substan- 
tial price for the devotion of Democratic party poll- 
tics to the doctrine of academic Independence. They 
may be able to reverse their own history and rapid- 
ly learn the lessons of self-government by the dem- 
ocratic process of experiment, error, and correcffon, 
but there is room for considerable doubt that this 
process could not be made less painful and costly 
‘to the individual under the guidance of a govern- 
ment more competent than any native product will 
de for many generations, if ever. We are willing 
to hazard the opinion that a Forbes represents 
more real liberty and progress for the Philippine 
peoples, as distinguished from the Filipino politi- 
cians, than a Quezon. 


SUBURBAN FARMING. 

In encouraging the small farm development in con- 
tiguous territory, Chicago is working away from the 
obvious danger of a topheavy industrialism. The 
small farm with its intensive cultivation, diversified 
crops, and, above all else, its actual ownership by 
the person occupying the land and doing the work, 
is in line with the best ideas of American life. The 
prosperity of a community with such a base is not 
only much surer than under the highly specialized 
manufacturing methods of the present day but much 
broader in its effects. 

In an average period of five years, one of the 
leaders of the steel industry has said the demand for 
steel products keeps the mills going at the highest 
pressure for two years, another two years at some 
thing like 65 per cent capacity, and the fifth year at 
near 35 per cent. The suffering, unemployment, and 
business depression in a community leaning too heay- 
ily om steel can easily be appreciated. But mixed

THE WESTERN FREIGHT CASE. 
The interstate commerce commission’s decision in 
the western freight case, along with the two dis- 
senting opinions filed by Commissioners Daniels and 
Harlan, lay bare in a simple, undérstandable way the 
difficulties of public regulation. We have long ago 
recognized the necessity of railroad regulation, and 
we must now recognize its difficulties, 

The majority of the highly expert commission, 
fully aware of the justice of the plea for more reve- 
nue, yet refused substantial increases because the 
railroads would not now be in financial straits if 
there had not been financial maladministration in 
the past. This logic would be more reasonable if 
the maladministration were going on in the present 
and the men responsible were in the executive posi- 
tions. Commissioner Daniels, in no way excusing 
the “ wrecking and plundering” of the Rock Island, 
the Frisco, and the Alton, argued that the appro- 
priate remedy is the prosecution and punishment of 
individual offenders, not the continued withholding 
of adequate rates to the carriers as a whole, and 
Commissioner Harlan, while insisting that increases 
in certain interstate rates were desirable, was care- 
ful to point out that the lower state tariffs on the 
same commodities were not as remunerative as the 
present state tariffs and that the solution was to 
hand over ratemaking in the lump to the interstate 
commerce commission, 

Prediction is as dangerous as tight rope walking, 
but it takes no stretch of the imagination to see 
Commissioners Daniels and Harlan accepted in the 
future. As time passes by and the public reads less 
and less of rampant speculation and unconscionable 
looting of railroad treasuries by men in no way 
connected with railroading much of the hostility will 
be forgotten. More will agree with Commissioner 
Daniels that it does not avenge the outraged public 
to refuse a fair grain rate to the Rock Island rail- 
road. Such procedure does not reach Messrs. Reid 
and Moore, but does injure the railroad, the public 
that. it serves, and the innocent stockholders. We 
must learn to substitute the indictment and personal 
guilt in railroad matters as we have in our banks. 
There will be less railroad plundering after the 
courts have made some examples of plunderers.

that is what we must have if the problem is ever to 
be solved. 

In addition to getting these convictions before 
the public from authoritative sources, the western 
rate case has also drawn an admission from the 
other commissioners who were appointed when pub- 
lic hostility was at fever heat. Commissioner Dan- 
iels as a recent appointee represents the more con- 
structive thought and the thought that will gain in 
popular strength with each decision. 


ADVISING AMERICA. 

„ H. G. Wells writes that: “The United States 
will take the financial scepter out of the hands of 
London and become the country of rich men, to 
which all other countries will be in debt. England 
will cease to be the fat land of the world. That 
doubtful privilege of fatness will pass across the 
Atlantic.” Then he adds mournfully: “That does 
not, however, mean the American common man 
will be any better off than at present. The rise in 
prices will probably make him practically worse off, 
but the American plutocrat will become the finan- 
cial master of the world. There will be more pros- 
perity and less*stimulus in American life.“ 

Prof. George Simmel writes in the Berlin Tage- 
blatt: “ America stands near by as the waiting heir 
at the deathbed of a rich testator. The sending of 
ammunition is not only a criminal enterprise for the 
enrichment of some purveyors, it is the first great 
practical impulse with which America hopes to ac- 
celerate the western turn of the hand of world his- 
tory. It plays its arms into the hands of the Buro- 
pean nations, hoping they will kill themselves for 
its advantage, and then takes huge profits. America 
promotes in this single attitude the weakening of 
Europe in two ways.” 

Mr. Wells is thinking in English terms and Prof. 
Simmel in German terms, The fact is that America 
is dealing and will deal with the problems in an 
American way. We haven't the English caste sys- 
tem, and the public opinion that controls in the 
United States demands better living standards for 
workmen. Mr. Wells is better answered by a sim- 
ple reference to what has happened to wages in the 
steel mills, the copper mines, powder manufacto- 
ries, automobile shops, and locomotive and engi- 
neering plants where war orders have vastly in- 
creased the employers’ profits, | 

No one knows better than the Germans that the 
United States has no foreign policy. America’s posi- 
tion today is not a masterpiece of speculation. It 
has no design in it. It would be more hopeful if it 
had, and that design wholly for the United States.

EARN to see. Do not be too eager to impose 

your vision upon, painters. If you wish to 
appraise artists with any justice, begin by at- 
tempting to share their vision I do not mean 
that you ought to renounce your own vision in 
order to espouse another's. By no means; in- 
stead, be tolerant, respect the convictions of 
others, don’t treat them offhand as the pranks of 
fools or humbugs. Above all, if you have never oc- 
cupied yourself with either painting or music, 
do not imagine that you can give lessons in the 
technique of harmony to men who have made it 
their vocation. If a body is inaccurately drawn 
it is quite probable that the artist is as well 
aware of it as you, and that he has his reasons, 
decorative or expressive. It is not enough for 
you merely to add your sneers to those of men 
steeped in artistic erudition. Remember Dela- 
croix, the victim of the erudition of his time, to 
whom the Goncourts even in 1855 denied “the 
supreme quality of color, harmony!”

RHEUMATIC CHILDREN. 
MOTHER writes us that her boy 
cries with pains in his legs ans 
sometimes wakes up wiki with 
fear of come bogie of his dreams. 
Some of the neighbors have told 
her the boy has growing pains and that 
she need not worry, as he will outgrow 
them; others have told her that he has 
rheumatism. She cannot understand how 
it can be rheumatism, since the joints are 
not swollen. She has seen a good deal 
of rheumatism, as her people are subject 
to that disease; but all the cases she has 
seen have had swelling as well ae pain. 
The child has rheumatism. What has 
misied this mother is the fact that rheu- 
matlam in children is not often inflam- 
matory in type. 


— 

Rheumatism is an infection. The beci!- 
lue entere the body through the tonusils 
or some other portal, gets into the blood 
stream, and is distributed throughout the 
body, sometimes to one place and some- 
times to another. 

In grown people it is very apt to locate 
in @ large joint, such as the knee, and 
cause great ewelling, redness, pain, ten- 
derness, and fever. Any ome who has been 
educated to that kind of rheumatism has 
diMculty in recognizing rheumatism in 
children. 

Adout three times out ot four rheumatio 
infections in children cause heart mur- 
murs and do not cause paing in the limbs.

If a physician is called to see a child 
with sore throat, he should put his stetho- 
ecope to the chest and listen for rheuma- 
tism of the heart; or, following an attack 
of sore throat, the child will have growing 
pains, sharp radiating pains in the legs. 
usually occurring at night; or maybe the 
sore throat will be followed by a pain in 
the hip without any swelling of that joint. 
The alert physician [none other should 
be trusted] will examine the heart in 
these cases; or maybe the child will begin 
to develop some St Vitus’ dance, some 
twitching and jerking of the head and 
arms. Whenever there is St. Vitus’ dance, 
the physician should inquire about grow- 
ing pains. He should get out hia stetho- 
scope and closely examine the heart. If 
he fails to do so, he isan unsafe adviser. 
If a child is very nervous, or has night 
terrors, or walks in his sleep, the possi- 
bility of rheumatiem must be considered.

Rheumatism in children is important. I 
don't know that rheumatic children are 
especially apt to grow up into rheumatic 
adults, but it has been established for a 
certainty that a large part of the heart 
disease in people of middle life is the re- 
sult of rheumatism in childhood.

Carew Trollope, succeeds at once 

to the entailed estates of his uncle, 

the late peer, he will be obliged to 
wait for a year before taking his seat in 
the house of lords as the third baron of his 
line. For the late Lord Kesteven last 
year, with the amiable purpose of prevent- 
ing his nephew from succeeding to the 
family honors and estates, contracted, at 
the age of 65, a marriage with Mrs. Edgar 
Lubbock, widowed sister-in-law of the 
late Lord Avebury, who had three daugh- 
ters by her first husband. 

Lord Kesteven died without the realiza- 
tion of his hopes that his union would be 
crowned by the birth of a son. But al- 
though there are no expectations of any- 
thing of the kind, the house of lords takes 
no chances; and no matter what the age 
of the widow of a sonless peer, even if she 
be a nonogenarian, the successor to her 
husband's honors and estates is obliged 
by a strict rule of the house of lords to 
wait for twelve full months before taking 
a seat in that chamber, so as to allow for 
the possible posthumous birth of a male 
heir. 


L THOUGH the new Lord Kesteven, 
A hitherto known as Capt. Thomas

Inasmuch as young Lord Kesteven is 
with his regiment at the front in France, 
the fact of his being barred for the time 
being from the house of lords will not 
weigh upon him so heavily as it would 
otherwise. He is 25, good looking, popu- 
lar, rich, and unmarried. If he gets killed 
in the war or dies without leaving male 
issue the Kesteven peerage of modern cre- 
ation will beceome extinct, while his bar- 
onetcy, which dates from the reign of 
King Charles I., will pass, along with the 
entailed estates, toa cousin, William Hen- 
ry Trollope, a man of near 60. 

Lord Kesteven's family—the house of 
Trollope—of which he is the chief, is 
known mainly on this side of the Atlan- 
tie through the novelist, Anthony Trol- 
lops, who stands to this day unrivaled as 
a portrayer of the English middle classes 
and especially of life in provincial towns. 
Anthony was a great-grandson of Sir 
Thomas Trollope, fourth baronet of his 
line, and all the early part of his life was 
saddened and embittered by Illness and 
straitened circumstances, as well as by 
the humiliations and disappointments re- 
sulting therefrom. In view of the wealth 
of the head of the family, it may be said, 
in excuse, that its members are numerous 
and that the novelist's kinsman, Sir John 
Trollope, probably thought that he had 
done quite enough for Anthony when he 
secured for him an appointment in the de- 
partment of the postmaster general in 
London.

The late Lord Kesteven's death must be 
a source of profound relief to the leaders 
of the Conservative party. For he was 
gifted with a most peculiar sense of hu- 
mor, which, in conjunction with his exu- 
berance of political eloquence, proved on 
many occasions so embarrassing to the 
Unionists that at the last general election 
the head of his party insisted that he 
should adhere to the adage contained in 
his family motto, which is ag follows: “I 
hear, but am silent.” 

According to his own admission, made 
by him to the Conservatives in the Spal- 
ding division of Lincolnshire, in which he 
owned extensive estates, he was told by 
Lord Lansdowne and by other of the Tory 
bigwigs that his speeches did the Unionist 
cause much more harm than good. 


~~ 

Lioyd-George has done well fn securing 
the services of Sir Salter Pyne for one of 
the most responsible offices in connection 
with his new department of munitions. 
For Sir Salter Pyne, who hails from Roch- 
dale. where he was manager of a foundry 
and engineering works, spent no less than 
ten years at Cabul as chief engineer to 
the ameer of Afghanistan. While there 


„ he brought into existence nal ame. but Balter Pyne weg knighted, 


i 


tories, cartridge factories, iron and steel 
works, where guns of various calibers 
were turned out, sword factories, and, in- 
deed, factories for the production of zu 
that war material which Afghanistan had 
up to that time been forced to obtain with 
great difficulty and at an enormous cost 
from Europe, dependent in the matter 
upon the good will of Great Britain and 
Russia. He also organized a mint at 
Cabul, of which he became the master, and 
established distilleries, soap and candle 
works, introducing all sorts of western in- 
dustries into the country. 

For many years Pyne was the only for- 
eigner and the only Christian in Cabul. 
the population of which are among the 
most fanatic Moslems in the world. But 
he had earned the confidence and the grat- 
itude of the ameer and of the Afghans to 
such an extent that his life was wholly 
safe, that it was never necessary for him 
to go about armed, and that although the 
Afghans are renowned throughout the 
orient for their predatory habits he never 
knew what it was to lock a door, a win- 
dow, a box, or a safe during all the time 
that he was in the ameer’s dominions. 


— 

Few are aware of the real story as to 
why this entirely self-made man, who 
started life as a mechanic, received just 
twenty years ago, at the early age of 35, 
not only knighthood but also the Order of 
the Star of India. The fact of the matter 
is that in 1894 Sir Salter Pyne virtually 
averted a troublesome and costly war be- 
tween Great Britain and Afghanistan. 
Lord Lansdowne was then viceroy of In- 
dia, and Sir Mortimer Durand, afterward 
ambassador at Washington, was at the 
head of the foreign office in Calcutta. The 
relations between that department at Cal- 
cutta and Cabul were strained to the 
utmost, and the Indian government had 
already arranged to send Lord Roberts, 
then generalissimo of the British forces 
in India, to Cabul at the head of so large 
a military mission as to virtually consti- 
tute an army. The government of Indla 
took the ground that it had gone to the 
extreme limit in the matter of concessions 
to the ameer, 

The latter, on the other hand, had ac- 
quired the conviction that Sir Mortimer 
Durand and the Indian government were 
not acting in good faith and were merely 
endeavoring to find a pretext for sending 
Lord Roberts on another mission of con- 
quest to Cabul. The ameer was also being 
harassed by the Russians on his northern 
frontiers and greatly disturbed by an in- 
surrection of the turbulent and fanatic 
Hazara tribes in his dominions. 


~~ 

Taught by sad experience to distrust 
foreign governments, the ameer was anx- 
fous to find out what the real intentions 
were of Great Britain, and accordingly 
dispatched his engineering chief, to whom 
he accorded his fullest confidence, with a 
mission to proceed to Calcutta and to ob- 
tain the personal views of Lord Lans- 
downe and personal pledges from him in- 
dependently of the Indian foreign office. 
The entire Anglo-Indian bureaucracy was 
up in arms at the idea of the ameer of 
Afghanistan or any other oriental poten- 
tate approaching the viceroy except 
through the foreign office at Calcutta. 
The Anglo-Indian press, moreover, was 
opposed to Pyne’s mission, declaring that 
it was merely intended to delay matters 
until Lord Roberts’ term of command in 
India had expired. 

After insuperable difficulties Pyne at 
length reached Lord Lansdowne, obtained 
from him his persona! pledges of peaceful 
intentions, which relieved the ameer to 
such an extent that he consented to re- 
ceive, not Lord Roberts at the head of a 
military mission, but Sir Mortimer Du- 
rand, with a small diplomatic staff, who 
settled at Cabul all difficulties that had 
almost been a casus belli and converted 
the ameer into a loyal ally, That is why

A reel of the feather- 
weight type with perforated spool (you 
can get them now of German silver for 
less than a dollar) is good enough forany 
one. Remember, in buying a single action 
reel that the rated capacity is not for en- 
ameled linewyou will want a forty or 
sixty yard size for twenty-five yards of 
line. 

For baist casting you must get a quad- 
ruple multiplying reei—that is. one whose 
spool revolves four times while the han- 
dle goes around once. This high gearing 
is necessary to carry out the line and 
pait.

Man Whe Fought Jet- 
fries Said to Have 
Fallenin Battle. 


New York, Aug. 12.—[Special.}—Jack 
Munro, who once fought Jim Jeffries for 
the world’s championship, lies dead some- 
where in northern France or Belgium. 
Frank Moran, just back from England, 
says he read Munro's name in the Ust of 
killed and heard his heroic death spoken 
of several times by wounded soldiers fur- 
loughed from the fighting lines. 

Jack Munro had about as adventurous 
a life as any man that ever followed the 
ring. Playing tackle on the Butte foot- 
ball team, he helped clean up the big col- 
lege and club teams between Chicago and 
San Francisco. Later Munro threw the 
hammer and put the shot. He was a 
great athlete. 


Becomes Fighter in West. 

While playing football Munro visited 
Jack O'Brien's training camp on day 
and became interested in boxing. Enter- 
ing the coast championships at the Olym- 
pic club, he knocked out three rivals and 
became heavyweight amateur champion. 
He turned professional, and fought Jim 
Jeffries four rounds, winning the purse 
offered to any one who would stay. Munro 
said he “ played football with Jeff.” Jeff 
went to his knees once and it was said 
Munro knocked him down. 

Clark Ball grabbed Munro and took him 
east. Here he whipped Tom Sharkey, 


‘knocking Tom down with a straight left 


to the jaw; knocked out Al Limrick, Peter 
Maher, and several others. He showed 
himself a game, rough and ready, good 
natured fellow. He fought Jack Johnson 
six rounds. 


Finish in Jeffries Bout. 
Munro's finish came when he fought Jef- 
fries a return match in Frisco and was 
quickly knocked out. After that Munro 
went north, prospecting in the Canadian 
wilderness. He was first on the ground 
in the big Cobalt discovery ang his claims 
made him a rich man. For several years 
he was mayor of Elk City, a responsible 
capitalist, and member of many clubs in 

Canadian cities.

August will increase the number 

and quality of the flowers. Keep 

the weeder busy. Not a single 

weed should be allowed. It may 
harbor aster bugs, pests to ruin the flow- 
ering plants. If shabby annuals past 
blossom time linger among the asters, 
pull them out. The scene has changed. 
August is the month of the China aster. 
Good culture is essential for an abund- 
ance of flowers. 

Each class of asters has its particular 
beauty. Dwarfs, however, will remain 
dwarfs, and the pompons, snowballs, and 
fireballs, the chrysanthemum flowered 
come in all the rare colors. The giants 
and fancy types are great improvements 
on the old China asters. Cultivation is 
the keynote to fine flowers. 

At the same time as the asters, the 
cosmos begins to open a profusion of 
starry bloom. There is an extra carly

| OBITUARY. 


MANY CHICAGOANS AT 
KOZLOWSKI FUNERAL. 


The funeral of the Rt. Rev. Edward 
Kozlowski, auxiliary bishop of Milwau- 
kee, who died Sunday night, was held in 
that city yesterday. One of the largest 
gatherings of Polish-American notables 
ever assembled in the United States at- 
tended the services. A delegation of 1,000 


Chicagoans representing various Catholic 
organizations went to Milwaukee in a 
special train. 

Several members of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy were in attendance, and pre- 
lates from all parts of the United States 
either sent messages of sympathy or rep- 
resentatives. Bishop Kozlowski was a 
noted worker among Polish organizations 
and was the second Polish-American to 
be made a prelate of the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy. He was 55 years old. He was 
appointed auxiliary bishop of Milwaukee 
Jan. 14, 1914. Until last Friday he had 
been in good health. He was taken ill 
Saturday and died the next day.

Assoclated Highways. Organl- 
zations Approve Quality of 
Work Already Done. 


A D. Gash, president of the state high- 
way commission, and George A. Quinlan. 
county superintendent of highways, are 
cobpera ting on a plan to build at least 
forty-one miles of concrete country roads 
in Cook county next year. 

By duplicating this performance each 
year for the next five years it is the in. 
tention to redeem Cook county’s record 
for negligence in improving highways. 

Mr. Quinlan announced yesterday he 
will begin the survey for the forty-one 
milles of new road building this fall after 
the present contracts are completed. Only 


two years ago the county began the con- 


struction of concrete roada and the net 
result so far is fifteen miles of these high- 
weys. 
ed by Roads Heads. 

The quality of construction of these 
roads was approved by the associated 
roads organizations on a recent inspec- 
tion tour. At that time the backward- 
ness of Cook county was concretely 
brought home to local officials by H. J. 
Kuelling, highway commissioner of Mil- 
waukee county, Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee county, with less than one- 
sixth of the population of Cook county, 
has spent approximately $700,000 an- 
nually on concrete roads for three years, 
while Cook county has devoted only 
$240,000 in the aggregate to this purpose 
in the same space of time. In the Wis- 
consin county they have ninety miles of 
concrete roads. 

Mr. Gash and Mr. Quinlan have little 
doubt the necessary $616,000 will be avail- 
able for next year’s road building pro- 
gram. Of this amount the state commis- 
sion has recently allotted for Cook coun- 
ty’s use $108,994, to which the county 
board will add an equal sum. 

$400,000 from Bond Issue. 

The remaining $400,000 must come from 
the good roads $2,000,000 bond issue, the 
validity of which is now pending before 
the Supreme court. A favorable outcome 
is expected because the last legislature 


passed a blanket law declaring valid all 


good roads bond issues whose legality 
was then in dispute. 

The promoters of improved highways 
also hope to induce the county board to 
set aside more than the $108.994 promised 
to meet the state’s allotment. They say 
the answer to the poverty plea is the 
fact that the recent amendment to the 
Juul law will give he county some $400,- 
000 additional in taxes, not taking into 
consideration increased property valua- 
tions. 

It costs approximately $15,000 a mile to 
buil4 brick or concrete roads. 


State Far Behind. 

“Cook county has been no more negii- 
gent than the state at large,“ said Presi- 
dent Gash of the highway commission. 
“When the Tice road law was passed in 
1918 Illinois stood twenty-third among 
the states in point of road improvement, 
but second in expenditure for this e 
through township officials. 

“I was recently introduced at a pee 
roads meeting in Buffalo as ‘Mr. Gash, 
from the state of bad roads.’ Well, I 
promised them that in twenty years IIli- 
nois will have the best roadsin the United 
States. Under the operation of the Tice 
law $180,000,000 will be spent in that period 
for the construction of 16,000 miles of 
brick or concrete highways. Of the total 
325 miles will be built in Cook county. 
The proceeds of the $2,000,000 bonds will 
provide 125 additional miles. 

“Cook county gets more state aid than 
any other county and can afford to spend 
more money. Vermilion county, with a 
population of 78,000 as against Cook coun- 
ty’s 2,500,000, has completed more than 
eight miles of concrete roads and has just 
voted bonds for $1,600,000 to further im- 
grove highways.”

“Peach Week" Committee-|--— 
man Favors an Expert 
Public Adviser. 


BUY AT RIGHT TIME. 


Chicago has consumed, cooked or 
canned 150,000 bushels of peaches—364 
carloads, by actual count—in the last four 
days. 

Moreover, Chicago is still buying 
peaches, producers are still picking them, 
and on the authority of these two, backed 
by the broad smiles of commission men 
and retailers, everybody's happy. 

The success of peach week demon- 
strates what codperation can do and em- 
phasizes the value of closer relations be- 
tween producer and consumer, through 
the necessary middlemen—the commiesion 
merchant and the retaller, said Sol West- 
erfeid, chairman of peach week com- 
mittee. “ Notwithstanding the record 
breaking sales, good peaches still are at 
a premium, and will remain so as long as 
the ultimate consumer can buy them at 
prevailing low prices, 

“ Chicago, as usual, hae taken the lead 
in demonstrating what actual! codperation 
among producer, dealer, and consumer | 
may accomplish,”” Mr. Westerfeld as 
serted, “It is generally admitted on 
South Water street that in the absence 
of the cooperation which has marked the 
last three days of peach week the con- 
sumer never would have known how good 
and how cheap peaches are at the pres- 
ent time, and as the week's receipts were 
extraordinarily heavy, many carloads 
probably would have been dumped—a 
total loss to the producer, he said. 
Peach week also was a hard blow 
to the high cost of living, in Mr. Wester- 
feld’s opinion. Now he wants to see the 
good work extended to include all other 
foodstuffs. As a first step, he urges the 
creation of a market information bureau, 
or a committee of marketing experts, to 
keep the buying public informed from day 
to day of actual marketing conditiona 

This committee,“ Mr. Westerfeld said, 
“ghould at least have for its head one 
Man who is really a market expert, to 
keep the public informed what to buy and 
when to buy. No matter what salary he 
received, it would be the best investment 
Chicago could make.“

PRAISES WIFE 


She Finds Missive First and 
Then Discovers 


Body.

The commission charges the roads with 
stifling independent coal operators by 
making concessions in Joint and through 
rates to coal companies wholly oon- 
trolled by the railroads, as well as b 
loans at low interest rates, and leases pe 
valuable properties at inadequate rentals 
The decision today was the second in 
two days in which the railroads have been 
jolted severely by the commission. 
A third, in the case of the Rock Island 
investigation, ts expected tomorrow or

the anthracite carriers. 


Cut Runs Into Money. 

The cut in rates ordered by the com- 
mission today amounts to 15 cents a to 
on shipments of the 80-called ler. 
sizes—stove, chestnut and egg coal—from 
the mines to tidewater and 10 cents a ton 
on the smaller sizes of coal. These rates 
instead of being $1.60 and $1.45 a ton will 
now be 61.6 and $1.35.

It was stated by a person intimately 
connected with the White House that 
President Wilson was disappointed over 
the failure of the commission to grant 
the western roads’ requests. The minor- 
ity report, filed by Commissioner Daniels, 
is said to represent the views of the pres- 
ident in the western case, just as Mr. 
Daniels’ minority report in the first east- 
ern case last year represented the presi- 
dent’s views. 

In his opinion Commissioner Daniels 
roundly scored his colleagues on the 
ground that they were denying the rail- 
roads adequate freight rates because they 
feared to counter public sentiment 
aroused over the mismanagement of par- 
ticular roads in the territory affected.
